AT PARTY LINES 


Amazes Banqueters by An- 
nouneing That Men in 
Are Cut Off. 


BARS ALL LIKE SULLIVAN. 


Advises Democrats in IIlinois to 
Bolt the Ticket Unless Can- 


didates Repudiate 
Offender, 


William J. Bryan spoke his mind at the 
Jefferson club banquet in the Auditorium 
last night. Seven hundred and fifty demo- 
crats heard him and were startled. The peer- 
less leader back from Burope said he hoped 
he had made himself understood: Not a 
listener in the big hall but cordially acknow!l- 
edged he had made trouble enough for him- 
self and for the democratic party in a few 
minutes’ talk to last both him and it for a 
few days at any rate. 

New York stood aghast when Mr. ran 
mildly proposed that the government should 
own @nd operate the railroads. That was 
milk and water doctrine as compared with 
what he publicly proclaimed in Chicago last 
evening. 


Bars Corporation Men from Party. 

He laid it down as a fundamental principle 
of democracy that any man connected with a 
franchise holding corporation could not be 
a democrat. 

He explained hig attack on National Com- 
mitteeman Roger C. Sullivan of Dilinois of 
these grounds, and then renewed the attack 
in a more virulent form than ever before. 

He said hie excuse for mixing in Llinois 
polities and for seeking to defeat Sullivan 
was that he wanted to throw out of the party 
officers of corporations not only in Ilinols 
but in all other states. Sullivan was a na- 
tional, not a local, issue. 

He repudiated the resolutions passed by the 
Peoria convention in his favor, saying: 

“T do not regard it as a compliment to be 
indorsed for the presidency by a convention 
which indorsed Mr. Sullivan.’’ 


Advises Bolt in Illinois. 
He advised his Chicago hearers to bolt the 
democratic county and state tickets this fall 
unless the candidates on those tickets re- 
pudiated Sullivan and all his works. No 
man,” said. he, is entitled to the support 
of democrats in this crisis who either stands 
with Mr. Sullivan or is afraid to oppose him.” 
And through it all was the one thought. 
The speaker was opposed to Sullivan because 
Sullivan is the head of a corporation which 
bolds a franchise from the city of Chicago. 
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. with Mashing eyes,” although he pre- } 
tended to be before this discussion arose: I 


. object to him as a political associate.” 


No Harmony with Sullivan In. 

A little afterward he thundered out this 
declaration: 

“Inasmuch as he holde his seat by fraud, 
there can be no harmony in the democratic 
party in this state until by resigning he 
shows his respect for the majority.“ 

In this same connection Mr. Bryan made a 
remark which showed that he considers him- 
self the next candidate of the democracy for 
the presidency. He was urging the expulsion 
of alf corporation people from the party and 
praising President Roosevelt because he had 
done certain things when his party platform 
did not call for them. He added: 

“I do not want my party to be wrong in 
this matter. It is difficult enough for a presi- 
dent to do the work he wants to do when he 
goes into office with a clear mandate from the 
people.” 


South Fails to Add Harmony. 

John Temple Graves of Georgia did not add 
materially to the harmony of the occasion. 
Aside from Mr. Bryan, Mr. Graves was the 
main speaker on the program, and he was 
presented to represent the south, whose re- 
volt against Mr. Bryan's public ownership 
of railroads ideas already has caused trouble 
in the democratic party. Mr. Graves is @ 
newspaper editor in Atlanta and Louis F. 
Post, the toastmaster, thought he would 
make things pleasant by referring to Graves 
as the man who could explain why the plu- 
tocratic press was opposed to this govern- 
ment ownership notion and tell of the in- 
fluences which move the editorial mind.“ 

But Mr. Graves did not rise to this op- 
portunity. Instead, he threw all sorts of 
firebrands into the Bryan camp. He started 
out by eulogizing Grover Cleveland and do- 
ing it handsomely. Mr. Graves is an orator 
of the southern school and talks well. Praise 
of Grover Cleveland is rank heresy in the 
érowd which was at the Auditorium last 
evening and hisses were frequently mingled 
with the cheers which followed. 

These did not seem to bother Mr. Graves. 
With Mr. Bryan sitting ten feet to his left he 
eulogized William Randolph Hearst as if for 
Mr. Bryan’s special benefit, delicately sug- 
gesting Hearst as a running mate for the 
Nebraskan. 

Then, to end it all, he said the south was 
willing to accept government ownership of 
railroads if it was found regulation would 
not work. Twice he insisted regulation must 
be tried and ownership was only a last resort. 


Reads His Attack on Sullivan. 

Mr. Bryan‘s attack on Roger Sullivan was 
the main part of his speech. He made it the 
more emphatic by disregarding his old habit 
of speaking offhand and reading from manu- 
script. He explained that he did so in order 
that there might be no mistake about what he 
said, which was as follows: 

“The trust issue is at present the para- 
mount issue, and unless more is done in the 
next two years than has been done in the 
last two to apply remedies on this subject it 
is likely to be more prominent as an issue two 
years hence than now. 

“ There has not been a time since the trust 
question began to be discussed when any- 
thing like a majority of the people could be 
counted on as defenders of the trust system. 
The trust has lived and thrived and fattened 


trust magnates to control politics through 
party machinery and through candidates 
selected by them or corrupted by them in of- 
fice. g

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CONNOR’S RACE BIG SURPRISE 


Lumberman’s Victory May Mean Fight 
for Leadership in Wisconsin. 


Madison, Wis., Sept. 5, 1 a..m.—[Special.}— 
Indications are that Gov. Davidson by 30,000 
majority has won the republican gubernato- 
rial nomination from Irvine L. Lenroot of Su- 
perior, who was backed by Senator La Fol- 
lette. 

Although fair weather prevailed throughout 
the state, it is estimated that only 60 or 70 
per cent of the total vote was out. The great- 
er part of the voting strength was out in the 
cities, but the country vote was light, owing 
to farmers being busy and many not. under~- 
standing or caring about the new primary 
election law, which was given ite first test. 

One of the surprises of the election was the 
strength of W. G. Connor of Marshfield for 
lieutenant governor. He ran on the David- 
gon ticket, and from returns leads Davidson. 
Connor is a millionaire lumberman, who two 
years ago was chairman of the republican 
state central committee. He was opposed 
by John Strange of Neenah, a wepithy paper 
manufacturer, 

Davidson is serving out the unexpired 
third term of Gov. La Follette, who resigned 
to become United States senator. La Fol- 
Jette espoused the cause of Speaker Lenroot 
on the grounds that Lenroot was an able 
and a stronger man than Davidson, and 
would conserve and advance the reform leg- 
isiation of recent sessions better. La Fol- 
lette made a strong campaign for Lenroot, 
making many speeches a day. 


Oampaign on Personalities. 


Both Davidson and Lenroot have been 
erdem La Follette mien in the past. Prac- 
tically the only issue in the campaign was the 
personalities of the rival candidates, though 
the Lenroot supporters advocated much pro- 
posed new legislation, such as regulation of 
public service corporations and improved 
primary election and railroad laws. 

Davidson apparently split even on the half- 
breed vote and in addition received practical- 
ly all of the stalwart vote. The stalwart press 
was practically a unit for him. 

Working in Davidson's favor was the pres- 
tige of holding office and asking indorsement. 

The nationality question was also important 
as Davidson is a Norwegian and Lenroct a 
Swede. The Norwegian vote of the state is 
heavy, but there is only a handful of Swedish 
votea, 


La Follette Hints at Big Fight. 

Senator Le Follette was silent on the result 
tonight except to say that Lenroot's future 
is not dependent on this campaign, but that 
the Superior man would yet be the great lead- 
er in the state, indicating he will try conelu- 
sions again two years hence. 

The outcome for other state candidates is 
not known, but indications are that J. A.

Stensland says he put his share of the 
money into real estate and commercial 
enterprises, and when he ran away he 
thought he had left behind enough secur- 
ities to make up the half million he 
claimed to owe. Last night he even told 
one of.the Moors guarding him, who 
speaks a little English, that he is legally 
guilty, but not morally.

Apprehension Grows in Havana. 

As days pass with no appreciable diminu- 
tion of the revolution apprehension increases. 
The most conservative testimony from the 
country districts of the provinces of Pinar 
del Rio, Havana, and Santa Clara is to the 
effect that two-thirds of the people are insur- 
gents in sentiment if not in fact. 

It is generally believed that the government 
will subdue the insurrection ultimately, but 
in the meanwhile the crops cannot be de- 
veloped. 

It is a grave question whether finally the 
rebellious spirit can be quelled to the extent 
of restoring the country to a normal status. 

Gen. Mario Menocal, whom the people re- 
gard as the one most capable of bringing 
the warring factions together, came to Ha- 
vana today and held two conferences with 
President Palma. Gen. Menocal refused to 
make any statement as to their nature. 


May Treat with Rebels. 

Gen. Menocal, Gen. Cebreco, who has been 
prominent in recent efforts to institute ne- 
gotiations with the insurgent leaders, and a 
few merchants and planters held a confer- 
ence tonight to discuss a proposal to try to 
open negotiations with the insurgents. 

The two generals named intend to call on 
the leaders of the liberal and moderate par- 
ties tomorrow and see what it is possible 
to do. 

President Palma has no objections to these 
efforts, but makes no promises or sugges- 
tions on behalf of the government. 


EQUITABLE LIFE ACCUSED; 
POLICY HOLDER BRINGS SUIT. 


Boston Man Charges That Insurance 
Concern Has Not Conducted Business 
Honestly and Demands Accounting. 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 4—[Special.)—The 
Equitable Life Assurance society of the 
United States is charged by George Gorham 
Peters, a policy holder of this city, with not 
having conducted its business honestly or 
prudently. Mr. Peters today began suit and 
an attachment for $25,000 was issued. 

Mr. Peters says in his bill that on Sept. 
8. 1886, the company issued a policy for 
$25,000 on his life, that he has paid all the 
premiums and met all the requirements. The 
contract was on the semi-tontine plan, and 
the tontine dividend period was completed on 
June 9, 1906. 

He alleges that he has been unable to ascer- 
tain what accumulations of the tontine fund 
have been made, and what is his share. He 
says the insurance company has refused to 
account with him and has offered hima small 
sum in settlement. 


Mutual Life Again Under Fire. 

New York, Sept. 4.— [Special. I— Two letters 
will be made public today at the headquarters 
of the International Policy Holders’ commit- 
tee charging the agents of the Mutual Life 
Insurance company in Texas with issuing 
policies at ridiculously low rates for the pur- 
pose of swelling the company’s total volume 
of business for the year. One of the letters 
was sent by Williard L. Simpson of San An- 
tonio, Tex., to President Charles A. Peabody 
of the Mutual Life. The other was written 
by R. H. Wester of the same city and ad- 
dressed to Samuel Untermeyer, counsel for 
the international committee. Simpson names 
nine or ten persons who have taken out what 
are called “‘ expectation term ”’ policies, none 
of whom, Simpson asserts, paid more than $8 
per $1,000 for insurance and some as low as 
$2.60 per $1,000.

California Expert Makes Assertion to 
Congress at Boise—Millions Are De- 
manded by Western Farmers.

It was announced that Richard Walsh, 
president of the dissolving company, would 
take an executive position with the McNeil 
& Higgins company. Mr. Walsh was con- 
nected formerly with the W. J. Quan com- 
pany. Other officers and most of the sales- 
men have signed contracts to work at least 
until the end of the year for the new man- 


agement. 


History of the Grocery Concerns. | 

The McNeil & Higgins company was etart- 
ed the year after the fire of 1871. It was 
started by Malcolm McNeil, now its presi- 
dent, who came from Elgin. John McNeil, 
his brother, is vice president. Mr. MeGlasson 
purchased the interest and took the position 
of Charles Higgins upon the death of that 
partner several years ago. Last May the 
company planned to increase its business 
and purchased @ large building to the south 
of the structure occupied at present. The 
firm expects that the acquisition will put 
them in the $10,000,000 class in another year. 
There are ¢ix McNeil boys holding depart- 
mental positions in the firm. 

Walsh, Boyle & Co. started fourteen years 
ago, when Mr. Boyle sold out the ice busi- 
ness.

MORGAN PARK VILLAGE BOARD 
TURNS DOWN TELEPHONE CO. 


Refuses to Grant Franchise on Terms 
Inserted in Proposed Ordinance’ by 
Representatives of Corporation. 


The citizens of Morgan Park and the village 
board got together amicably last even- 
ing and agreed that no rights should be 
granted to the Chicago Telephone company 
for some time to come. An ordinance had 
been drafted by the village board's attorney, 
Enoch J. Price, and representatives of the 
phone company, but it was decided to lay it 
on the table and wait until the company had 
settled its differences with the city of Chi- 
oago. 

The telephone company had refused to per- 
mit a clause to be inserted into the ordinance 
by which it would agree to give Morgan Park 
rates as favorable as those granted to any 


ture. 

“The company is giving toll service to 
Joliet, which ig more than three times as 
far from Chicago as Morgan Park is, at a 
little over twice the price we are paying“ 
said A. B. Davidson. 

Then Frank Nay, auditor for the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific railroad, said that 
he understood that the telephone company 
was endeavoring to secure franchises in as 
many suburbs as possibie in order to make a 
strong showing when its coming struggle 
with Chicago came up.

and Jimmie Britt, the fight to take place on 


Chnistmas night. The offer was accepted on 
behalf of Gans by Ben Selig and Rickard 
will consult with Britt on Saturday. The 
Goldfield club is ready to post a $10,000 for- 
feit and will demand that each fighter post 
the same amount. 

This camp looked deserted today, as all the 
sports who came to see the big fight left 
last night and this morning. The fight, of 
course, is the principal topic of conversation, 
and every man who saw the contest declares 
Nelson fouled most palpably when he was 
disqualified, and that he should have been 
disqualified earlier in the fight. 

Men who lost thousands of dollars say they 
were pleased to see Gans win, as he fought a 
clean and gentlemanly battle. The 
is general that Bat's method of milling was 
the roughest and foulest ever seen. It is re- 
ported that Tim McGrath, one of Nelson’s 
seconda, instructed him to tear in and hit 
any old place, as that “ old tellow,“ meaning 
me, would not see it.“ Unfortunately for 
the Nelson contingent, I saw the foul blow 
delivered, as did scores of spectators, I also 
got it straight that two of the Dane's sec- 
onds saw the fou) and practically admitted 
the decision was correct. 


"Miners Call Dane a Hoodlum. 


The hardy, miners, a majority of whom bet 
on Nelson because he is a white man, de- 
nounced him as a hoodlum, and after seeing 
him indulge in foul fighting cheered for the 
negro to win. They do not hesitate to say 
that if I had overlooked the last foul ae I 
did a number of trivial fouls throughout the 
contest there would have been bloodshed. 

The onlg man in the camp who kicks 
against the decision is Billy Nolan, Nelson's 
manager, and every man here, judging by 
their talk, is his sworn enemy. This is’ be- 
cause of the Shylock methods he pursued in 
making the match and because hevcircu‘ated 
a report that he had been jobbed.“ and that 
I wasa party toit. He went so far as to state 
the Gans people got to me and that I 
received a certain amount of money to give 
the negro the fight. 


Nolan Overlooksa Few Things. 

Nolan overlooks the fact that I could have 
disqualified his boy times without number 
during the contest and that I could have 
gotten away with it. The crowd wondered 
why I permitted Bat to indulge in foul tac- 
tics, but I came to see a fight to a finish and 
the club members promised all the purchasers 
of tickets they would see it. Nolan still is 
harping on my taking hold of Nelson’s hair 
during one of his butting stunts, although 
he knows it was done for a joke and to 
notify Bat I was on to his butting game. 
Nolan intends, so I have been informed, to 
make capital of my action, but I doubt if he 
will attempt to make capital out of Nelson’s 
foul fighting. There is not a man in the 
camp who takes any stock in Nolan’s va- 
porings, and all Who saw the battle say I 
was too lenient with Nelson. 

Gans came to town this afternoon to collect 
his end of the purse, $15,000, and told the 
writer he had won $6,500 in bets. He bears 
but few marks to show he had gone through 


His lips are puffed, his nose swollen slightly. 
and both eyes are discolored. He received 
a cheerful reception despite the fact the peo- 
ple here have but little use for colored men. 
They admired the gentlemanly manner in 
which he canducted himself in the fight. 


2 Gans Talks of Battle. 


Gans says he feit strong enough to fight 
all night and that Bat aid not possess the 
punch to put him away. He said the only 
blow he really felt that was hard was a right 
to the stomach, and claims that if his right 
hand had not gone out of commission he 
would have won with a knockout, and that 
is the general impression. 

Nelson did not appear on the street. If 
he had the people would have seen a largely 
developed head and an extra large cauli- 
flower ear. He remained in his room at the 
Goldfield hotel, closely attended by his sec- 
onds. I saw the owner of the cottage where 
Nelson stopped while training for the battle, 
who said he would have an interesting story 
to tell after Nelson and his party had left 
the camp. 

Bat does not deny he delivered the foul, 
but claims Gans invited it. This is abso- 
lutely false, as any one who saw the blow 
delivered will attest. Neison, like his man- 
ager, overlooks the fact his foul tactics 
throughout the contest were such that a dis- 
qualification would have been approved by 
ail fair minded spectators of the battle. 


Have No Use for Nelson on Coast. 

Jim Coffroth, Eddie Graney, and other San 
Francisco sports declare Neilson will not be 
given a chance to fight in San Francisco 
while under the management of Nolan, and 
the coast sporting writers say they will do 
all in their power to keep Bat and Billy out 
of the game. Nelson thinks he put up a 
grand battle, but scores of men who saw him 
in action yesterday say they would not go 
across the street to see him fight again: 
There is some talk of matching them again, 
but it is doubtful if Goldfield sports will care 
to handle it. 

The fight, from a financial standpoint, was 
a huge success, the receipts amounting to 
$60,715. The betting at the ringside during 
the fight, the book being handled by the 
club, averaged 10 to 7 in favor of Gans. A 
number of bets were registere@at 10 to 8, but 
as the fight progressed it was hammered 
down to 10 to 6, where it remained to the 
close. If the battle had not ended as it did 
the probabilities are it would have ended in 
“no contest, as it was growing dark.

SECOND WIFE DISCOVERED; 
SAYS FRYE IS A BIGAMIST. 


Mrs. Clara Goddard Tells of Being 
Married to Professor in 1878 and 
of Hard Struggle for Living. 


Charges of conspiracy in the arrest of Con- 
stable Warren Fegenburg for serving a biga- 
my warrant against Prof. Charles H. Frye, 
who returned home three weeks ago after an 
absence of thirty-one years, were overthrown 
yesterday by the discovery of Frye's second 
wife. The woman, Mre. Clara Goddard of 
Hurley, S. D., identified Frye at the county 
jail as the man she married in 1878. Frye 
admitted having known Mrs. Goddard. 

Mrs. Goddard’s story takes up the tale of 
Frye, or Goddard’s, life after his sudden de- 
parturée from Chicago in 1877. She is staying 
with her daughter at 4113 Indiana avenue. 

“I was a widow in Humboldt, Ia., when I 
met my husband,” she said. “ He called him- 
self Charles H. Goddard. He was a teacher 
in the public schools of that town, and a year 
later we were married. I knew that Goddard 
was not his real name, but he said he had 
had his name changed to Goddard to aid him 
in cutting loose from his earlier life, I knew 
also that he had been married before, but he 
said he had been divorced from hie first wife. 

We went to Hurley, S. D., soon after our 
marriage and began a struggle for a living 
that lasted for years. My husband was in- 
dustrious, but he had an absolute lack of 
business judgment, and it required every 
effort I could put forth to enable us to keep 
our home. He took up a claim of 320 acres 
and I lived on. it and did all the work, while 
he taught school. The only proceeds of his 
teaching werean occasional armful of books 
which he would bring home, and the farm 
yielded the entire living. 

His eccentricities kept us poor and at 
times made his life almost unbearabie. He 
changed his religion or his political creed 
with every shifting of the wind.“ 

Joseph Weaver, 126 Wells street, who signed 
the iugamy complaint against Frye, declared 
that he did so after he had become intoxi- 
cated. He denies any knowledge of the 
charges. 


MULCAHY HURTS HIS CASE 
BEFORE THE TRIAL BOARD. 


Makes Rambling Answers to Questions 
and Says He Did Not Consider Charge 
Against Bowers a Serious One. 


Lieut. Roger Mulcahy injured his own case 
yesterday before the police trial board in a 
manner of which he appeared to be uncon- 
scious, but which ig likely. to crush his hopes 
of exoneration from the charges of ineffi- 
clency.

WAITING FIVE MONTHS. | 

The ordinance authorizing the issue of 
$75,000,000 in Mueller law certificates 
was ratified last April. The mayor and 
his special traction counsel knew that the 
ordinance, which is their handiwork, was 
valueless for all practical purposes until 
it had been passed on and sustained by 
the Supreme court. If they had desired 
to hasten the settlement of the traction 
question they would have proceeded at 
once to have the validity of the ordinance 
tested. 

Five months have elapsed and the hear- 
ing of arguments in the lower court is 
just beginning. The friends of the ordi- 
nance, which, it has been said, would pro- 
vide the means for the purchase of all the 
traction limes by the city, have not been 
in a hurry to get to the court of last re- 
sort. The only evidence of a desire to 
hasten matters was the opposition made 
this week by the mayor’s $10,000 a year 
special traction counsel. to allowing two 


tions to the ordinance along with the. 
original bill of complaint. The counsel 
argued that the introduction of the new 
matter might cause delay. Considering 
the delay. of five months, the objection 
was a curious one. 

The judge overruled the special counsel 
and the new matter was let in. This 
means that all the points which can be 
raised against the ordinance will be 
passed on by the Supreme court. There 
is one of the points which the special trac- 
tion counsel quite naturally wished to 
have kept out. It is that the city has no 
right to spend the money of the taxpayers 
for “special counsel” to exploit any po- 
litical or other theory when the city charter 
provides a way of doing the work. It is 
alleged that the city law department 
should attend to the legal phases of the 
traction question, and the engineering de- 
partment to the mechanical side of it. 

The mayor's big staff of fraction ex- 
perts of high and low degree may not be 
an illegal organization, vut it is certainly 
an expensive one. It bulks large on the 
pay rolis. It consumes, in return for 
work of little or no value, tens of thou- 
sands of dollars. The money could be 
used to excellent purpose in paying the 
salaries of more food and sanitary in- 
spectors, so that the health of the com 
munity may be better protected. 


SCIENTIFIC FARMING. 

President Hill of the Great Northern roa¢é 

ealls the attention of his spendthrift coun- 
trymen to the grave dangers which confront 
them. He says that in about fifty years 
they will be practically. out of iron ore, and 
in a century coal will be harder to get, 
dearer, and of poorer quality than now. 
When that ironless and coalless age shall 
come the soil will have to be the main de- 
‘pendence of the population. The farmer 
will reassume the unchallenged supremacy 
which was his before the manufacturing 
era began. 

The agriculturists are not doing their 
work thoroughly enough to satisfy Mr. Hill. 
He says that the land now tilled does not 
produce half what it might be made to yield 
without losing an atom of its fertility. There 
is. he says, no intensive agriculture in the 
United States, except in individual cases. 
There is instead a process of exhaustion and 
deterioration which horrifies Mr. Hill when 
he thinks of the hundred million more peo- 
ple who will kave to be fed in a few years. 
He urges the general government to dissemi- 
nate knowledge of farming instead of free 
seeds. | 

There is much truth in Mr. Hill's strict- 
tres. Extensive areas of land may be found 
in many of the older states which have been 
made barren by ignorant cultivation. Most 
of the land nnder cultivation can be made to 
produce much more than twice what it does 
without impairment of its fertility. The 
United States could feed with ease four 
times its present population if scientific 
farming were the rule. 

There is another country besides the 
Tnited States which needs agricultural in- 
struction and is indeed in greater need of it. 

That is Russia. The peasants are clam-

One of 
Thomas Nast’s cartoons represented Tweed 
and his fellows standing in a circle and each 
pointing to his neighbor as the guilty one, 
The completed circle brought the accusation 
back to the one with whom it started. It is 
not so much that one feels the sin of an- 
other to be an acceptable excuse for him- 
self, but it is a gratification of the basest 
instincts to know that some one else also is 
believed to be bad. 

Not much pity can be bestowed upon the 
men who were ready, even eager, to find an 
evil genius. Pity should rather be given to 
those to whom the defaulting bank official 
was really an inspirer of evilthoughts. The 
contented man whose mind the sudden loss | 
of his savings weakened till he slew him- 
self, the devout people whose faith in man 
has been shaken, the kindly people whose 
hearts are suddenly filled with desire to 
murder, all those children in whom sus- 
picion, hate, and envy begin their work 
through the deeds of these men, these are 
the ones to whom the mutual advisers of 
crime are each an evil genius. Every op- 
pressor is guilty not only of the wrong he 
does but of the evil to which he inclines the 
heart of the oppressed.”

THE BURDEN OF LIBERTY. 

In one of the stately national hymns of 
the first years of the last century, not so 
popular nowadays as some of the livelier 
“Stars and Stripes Forever” type, the 
chorus has two ideas in close connection. 
At first there is the call “ Let independ- 
ence .be your boast,” but this ‘is followed 
immediately by the more sober warning 
note: “Ever mindful what it cost.” That 
liberty is a prize to be gloried over with 
shoutings and triumphant strains is a far 
more popular thought than the other one, 
really of transcendent importance, that 
the same liberty must be nurtured and 
must be carefully guarded, lest its bless- 
ings be lost. 3 

For a hundred years the old world 
watched the new with certain expectation 
of the failure of the United States be- 
cause of the dangers which attended lib- 
erty. There had been no such govern- 
mental organization anywhere, and conse- 
quently none such fould prosper. Free- 
dom of speech, freedom of the press, free- 
dom of political choice, freedom from all 
the arbitrary acts guarded against in the 
so-called bill of rights were all right theo- 
retically, perhaps, but they were not the 
safe and sure foundations for government. 
Under their claimed protection the worst 
elements might get control and then lib- 
erty would be doomed. 

As a matter of fact, when the colonies 
secured their independence from Great 
Britain the word liberty took on a new 
meaning. The liberties for which the 
fathers fought related more or less to 
questions of trade and government. The 
larger liberties under our own flag relate 
to questions of the individual. To make 
independence a boast has been the delight 
of Americans for 1 hundred and thirty 
the burdens which lib-

obeying the laws, in respecting the courts, 
in securing his own rights and liberties by 
recognizing the rights and liberties of 
every one else. It is a sort of “ golden 
rule” state of society, but it is the only 
one where true liberty is to be found. 
The idea ig just as important in civil as 
in ethical matters. It is just as impor- 
tant now as it was in 1776 or in 1863, 
when the emancipation proclamation was 
issued. He is the best citizen who bears 
the burdens of liberty, “ever mindful 
what it cost” as he is “ever grateful 
for the prize.” 


Last week a Madison street 
trolley car jumped the track 
at a defective switch at 
Clinton street and ran into 
a car on the other track. Yesterday the same 
kind of accident happened at the same place. 
Several passengers were bruised and traffic 
was delayed for half an hour.

Some one of the many 
city officials who say they are looking after 
traction matters should have notified the 
street railroad company to put its track in 
decent condition immediately, but the fail- 
ure to give the notice does not exonerate the 
company. Self-interest and a desire to give 
its patrons good service should have made 
it attend to the matter without waiting to be 
told. It is this shiftless, careless way of 
doing business which is responsible for a con- 
siderable percentage of.

He is confounded with his father, the 
late Sir James Mackenzie, who was a Warm 
friend of the king, and who used to be known 
in the royal entourage by the name of the 
benefactor,” owing to hip readines@ to ex 
tricate his friends from financial worries and 
difficulties. This excited the resentment of 
his eldest son, and it was owing to the bad 
feeling engendered theréby between the two 
that when Sir James died it was found that 
he had bequeathed Glen Muick and almost 
every bit of his property to Sir Allan’s eldest 
son, then a minor, leaving Sir Allan and his 
sister out in the cold. Indeed, so badly was 
Sir Allan treated in his father’s will that a 
small fortune was spent in endeavoring to 
upset it, Sir Allan having to content bimse! 
with a small income, while all the revenues 
of the estate accumulated in the hands of 
trustees for the benefit of his son, who now 
succeeds to vast wealth, something like 
$10,000,000.

Sir James was an extraordinary char- 
acter, and, in spite of his absurd pretensions 
to descent from the old Mackensles of Kin- 
tail, am entirely self-made man. He had 
gone out to India as a peor boy, and made 
a fortune in trade—hats and indigo—before * 
returning home to buy Glen Muick, one of 
the few big country seats in the immediate 
vicinity of Balmoral. Shortly before he died 
Sir James added a holograph codicil to his 
will, emphasizing the fact that he had been 
treated in a neighborly fashion by Queen Vic- 
toria and her family. It ran as follows: 
My executors are to let Glen Muick until 
my grandson comes of age, but not to a cad 
nor to one who would be disagreeable to the 
royalties, from whom I have always received 
the greatest kindness.” In fact, one of the 
reasons which prompted Sir James to virtual- 
ly bar his son, Sir Allan, from the occupancy 
of Glen Mulck was because he apprthended 
that the neighborship might be disagreeable 
to King Edward. 

Sir Allan's wife, Lady Mackengie, was, 
however, a great favorite of Queen Victoria, 
who often used to drive over to take tea with 
her at Brackley, near Ballater, and where 
Sir Allan was obliged to make his. home, 
owing to his being virtually shut out of Glen 
Muick. This now widowed Lady Mackenzie 
was Miss Lucy Davideon, daughter of that 
laird of Tulloch who had five wives and 
eighteen children, and whose castle and 
estate have been rented this fall by Mrs. 
Leiter, who is entertaining there Lord Curzon 
and his motherless children, and Lord and 
Lady Suffolk, with their baby. ;

Mme. Conneau’s death the other day at 
Paris serves to recall an amusing episode in 
which she figured at the Tuileries in the days 
when she was one of the beauties of the im- 
perial court (wife of Napoleon III.“ principal 
physician, boyhood friend and fellow pris- 
oner in the castle of Ham, and mother of 
Col. Conneau, now of the French army, and 
who was brought up from earliest infancy 
altogether with the late prince imperial of 
France). Napoleon III., like all the other 
members of his family, was entirely devoid 
of the slightest taste or ear for music, Yet 
out of pure kindness of heart he would every 
now and then insist on turning the handle of 
the plano organ which furnished the music 
for the carpet dances that formed the fea- 
ture of the imperial house parties at Com- 
plegne. Mechanical as is the task of turning 
the handle, it yet requires a certain ear for 
time, and when the emperor took his place 
at the organ it became almost impossible to 
dance, though no one had the courage to 
tell him 80. 

It was Mme. Conneau who unintentionally, 
revealed to him the diseatisfaction aroused 
by his performances on the organ, For just 
as he had paused for a minute in playing he 
happened to hear her remark to the prefect 
of police, comte de Maupas: “If ever the 
emperor asks you for a license to play an 
organ In the street refuse his application, M. 
de Maupas; refuse it for the love of heaven 
and for that of music.“ 

Napoleon thereupon turned to Mme. Con- 
neau and exclaimed, laughingly: 

„Madame, if ever I am reduced to such 


straita I will take you into partnership, and | 


you shall sing whilst I will collect the 


pennies.”’ 

For Mme. Conneau, as I mentioned in these 
letters the other day, had a superb voice, 
which would have made her fortune on the 
stage, and which she retained until quite 
late in life. 

While Napoleon had no taste for music, 
yet it is only fair to add that he did not dis- 
Uke it, nor entertain the horror for it that is 
manifested by King Leopold of Belgium, and 
which so distinguished the late King Hum- 
bert of Italy.

Count George Estérhazy’s withdrawal 
from the world, and his taking the vows or 
the Carthusian order, to spend the remainder 
of his days in a monastery, condemned to a 
life of perpetual silence, is due to the recent 
death of his only son, of whom he was pas- 
sionately fond, and who had just attained his 
majority. Count George is the head of the 
Czessnek branch of this princely and fllus- 
trious house, which claims lineal descent 
from the biblical Queen Esther and from the 
Hun King Attila. The Esterhazys belong to 
the so-called mediatized familiea—that is to 
say, houses which have once enjoyed the 
rights of petty sovereignty, and are there- 
fore entitled to mate with the reigning dynas- 
ties of Europe on a footing of equality. The 
Esterhazys might now indeed be kings of 
Hungary had they so willed, for the first 
Napoleom made a definite offer of the throne 
and of the crown of St. Stephen to Prince 
Esterhazy of his day, with the object of se- 
ducing him from his allegiance to the em- 
perorofAustria. Esterhasy contemptuously 
declined these overtures of the founder of 
the Bonapartist dynasty, feeling that noth- 
ing that the latter could offer would add to 
the prestige or grandeur cf his house. 

The family estates of the Esterhazys, even 
in their present reduced condition, are, mile 
for mile, the size of Ireland, and when the 
late Prince Esterhazy went to Moscow ‘to 
attend as Austro-Hungarian ambassador the 
coronation of Emperor Alexander LI. he wore 
a Magyar costume so thickly studded with 
almost priceless jewels that it was wont to 
cost him the trifling sum of $50,000 each time 
he wore it, through the dropping, out and 
loss of the precious stones, or else through 
their injury by being rubbed against one an- 
other. , 

Quite a number of members of the house of 
Esterhazy have been in holy orders, and a 
couple of yeare ago one of them, Count Ru- 
gene Est , created a sensation by not 
omy withdrawing from the order of Jesus 
and from the aleo by bringing 
suit against the order for the restitution of 
the half million of florins ch he 
turned over to it on joining the society.

A bird 
starts from a ground nest near ,our feet. 
The air is sweet with balsam and other

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“ FRITHIOF’S SAGA,” that masterpieee 
of Bishop Tegner’s (1825),. is a poem which 
needs no introduction to the Swedish, Nor- 
wegian, or Danish reading public, nor, I may 
safely add, to the English or German, as these 
two countries boast respectively eighteen and 
thirteen different translations. 

One might almost say that the world at 
large is sufficiently well read in this famous 
poem. But a prose transiation, one which 
preserves the grandeur and simplicity of the 
Saga, and yet renders it, in translation, more 
intelligent to the English and American 
reader, has long been needed. John B. Miller 
of this city has fulfilled this want, and has 
made a translation in prose of ‘‘ Frithiof's 
Saga in which the literal rendering of the 
poem does not obscure its original nobility 
of language and but serves to increase the 
charming nafveté of the drama, and all 
this comes from the accurate and acute sym- 
pathy of the translator with his author.

WANTED_To BUY AN ESTA 
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Big Pressure on Values Is Hedging 
by Northwestern Interests Against 
Buying of New Spring Wheat— 
World's Shipments Far Under Es- 
_timate—Sharp Decrease in Visible 
Corn and Oats Weaken After Eu- 
joying Firm Start. | 


Hedging sales by northwestern interesis 
against purchases of the new spring wheat 
yesterday figured strongly in overcoming 
the bullish influences of much of the foreign 
news. The market for the cereal displayed 
a moderately firm tone at the start, princi- 
pally on the gossip from abroad, which in- 
cluded an upturn of nd at Liverpool. 
Later, however, cash concerns unloaded in 
a generous way, and their selling, with that 
of northwesterners, weighed heavily on the 
market. Final prices showed declines of %c 
for September, Ge for December, and e 
for May. 

Aside from the pressure of selling by north; 
westerners and a more demonstrative action 
on the part of local bears, the painful absence 
of outside speculative support: had much to 
do toward weakening values.
